REPRESRVTATIVE COUNCIL 


There was a somewhat amusing 


fiasco at the meeting of the represen- 
tative council last Monday evening, 
•when it was expected that the coun- 
cil would elect a member of the board 
of Assessors of Taxes to fill the va- 
cancy, caused by the death of Robert 
S. Gash. 
There were five avowed 


candidates in the field, three of whom 
had tendered their resignations 
as 


members of tha representative council 
in'order to become eligible for elec- 
tion to the office.

A VIOLENT STORM' 


Wdnesday saw one of the worst 


wind and rain, storms (hat has vis- 
ted'this city in some time.

The weather bureau had given 
ample warning of the approaching 
storm, so that all shipping had op- 
wrtunity to seek shelter. The water 
in (he harbor and bay was very 
rough, so that all local vessels wcro 
seriously handicapped and the sched- 
ule of the ferry boat between Bristol 
Ferry and Bristol had to be suspend-

the wind forced the heavy rain into

caped lightly as compared with other 
places. Further north there was a 
heavy snowfall, and in New York, 
the combined rain and snow made 
traffic, conditions almost impossible.

PELEG DRYER 


Mr. Peleg Bryer, one of the oldest 


residents of Newport, and a former 
well known business man, died at his 
home on Calvort street on Wednes- 
day aftc'.Tioon, at the advanced age of 
ninety years, . His ninety-first birth- 
day would havo occurred next May. 
For some time he had been in steadily 
failing health, due to his advanced 
years, and his death was not unex- 
pected.' 


Mr. Bryer was a descendant of a 


family that had been prominent In 
Newport for more than two centuries. 
As a young man he entered the gro- 
cery store conducted by his father 
and afterward continued the business 
under his own name, occupying tho 
same building on Boadway for more 
than fifty-eight years. Soon after his 
retirement the building was destroyed 
in the disastrous Weaver building fire 
of 1912, and hns never been rebuilt. 


Mr. Bryer was one of the oldest 


members of St. John's Lodge, No. 1, 
A. F. & A. M., and the oldest member 
of Washington Commandery, No. 4, 
K. T., having joined the former in 1804 
and the latter in 1870. As long as his 
health permitted he was active in his 
attendance at meetings, and continued 
his interest in the Order long after 
his advancing years made it impossi-

SOAPMAKING IN DAYS OF OLD 


HOQI and Aahea Utilized to Good Ad- 


vantage During the Youth of 


Our Grandmothers. 


In the "days, of our grandmothers, 


when manufactured soap was an ex- 
pensive luxury and hard to obtain, 
j 


every country housewife mnde her 
own soft soap, says the Kansas City 
Slar^ Enough was made at one time 
to last the whole year. The light of 
the 
moon In March was considered j 


the proper time for the soapmaklng j 
and u sassafras slick must he used 
for stirring. 
" 


When the hogs were butchered for 


the yearly supply of meat the house- 
wife carefully cleaned and washed the 
entrails and salted Ihem down until 
soapmaklng time. Also all scraps of 
meat and rinds were saved to be used. 


When the ashes were removed from 


Uic fireplace during the winter months 
they were • placed In a- large hopper 
built for that purpose and kept care- 


. fully covered until about a week be- 


fore the time for making soap. Then 
the children would carry water each 
day and pour over the ashes and start 
the "hopper to running" to make the 
lye for the soap. 


When enough lye had run to maVe 


the soap it was placed in a large ket- 
tle over an outdoor fire nnd boiled un- 
til.It became strong enough to "cut a' 
feather." 
Then the soap grease was 


put In and the mixture kept at the 
boiling point nnd stirred continuously 
nntll the lye had eaten all the grease 
and the mixture bad become a thick. 
Bdfi mass of soap. 


The soap was placed In barrels and. 


used for laundry purposes. 


Col. Thomai E. Lawrence, In the

WANT WILD HORSES KILLED 


Settle'rc In State of Washington Otfir 


"Sport" to Those Who Are 


Inclined to It. 


Youths who like adventure and 


heaps of excitement are advised to 
try hunting wild horses in the Okan- 
ORU hills near Ihe t'uimillan border of 
Washington. There arc several thou- 
sand uiilnnmble cuyiiKed In ihls unsur- 
veycd region of sleep hills and deep 
valleys, against which selJcrs on agri- 
cultural land have begun a war of ex- 
termination. 


The wild steeds are troublesome, 


demolishing fences to wit nnrt trample 
hnystiicks. The stiilltnns entice away 
domesticated mare*, mid 'often large 
herds of horses chase cows nnd sheep 
to denlh. 
Once domesUcalcd horses 


are mingled with the>e wild ones they 
quickly become outlaws. 


Hcfore Ihe present plan of shooting 


wns adopted by ranrhcrs. they tried 
corrallng nnd shipping Ihe captured 
Eteeds to Eastern horse markets. The 
expense and dnnger of catching alive 
was 
found 
above possible profits. 


These wUd broncos are vicious, and 
often, rnlhcr than sutmllt to capture, 
dash their brains nut by running pell- 
mell Into rocky ledges. ' 


One expedition during a month of 


wild horse stalking shot 120 animals. 
Only the akins were taken. 
Some of 


the wild stallions proved to be excel- 
lent specimens, one brown and sorrel 
esllmaled at 1,200 pounds weight. The 
mares seldom average more than 800 
pounds.

100 feet, 


while the field maple, usually small,- 
attains la Kent and SUECCX a height of 
75 feet. In England and Scotland tin 
wild cherry grows to an enormous size, 
and no measurement of this species, 
In England or abroad, surpasses for 
height that of the BO-fool wild cherry 
flt Menconsfleld.
